Your petitioner particularily avers 
and alleges that voting machines are 
used in said city for the recording and 
tabulating of said votes, and that the 
said Election Inspectors have erron- 
eously read the figures and totals as 
shown by said voting machines in said 
precincts, and because of said mistakes 
on the part of said Inspectors the votes 
for and against said propositions have 
been erroneously recorded and an error 
has been made in the reading of the 
votes for and against said propos‘tion. 
as will be shown and disclosed when a 
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correct reading of. said totals are taken 
by your Honorable Body, and that be- 
cause of said errors and mistakes, 
manifest injustice will be done unless 
‘corrected by your Honorable Body in 
accordance with the provisions of the 
statute in such case made and provided. 

Your petitioner further alleges and 
avers that when said vote is correctly 
counted and canvassed it will show 
that more than three-fifths of the 
voters of the City of Lansing voting at 
said special election voted in favor of 
said proposition and that the same car- 
ried in accordance with the laws of this 
State and the provisions of tne charter 
of this City. 

Your petitioner respectfully petitions 
and asks this Honorable Board of City 
Canvassers to meet and canvass and 
count said votes and give notice of said 
meeting to your petitioner and that 
your petitioner may be present with 
such other persons as he may designate 
at the time of the hearing, canvassing 
and counting of said votes. 

Your petitioner further alleges and 
avers that he has deposited with the 
City Clerk, the Clerk of the Honorable 
Board of Canvassers, the sum of $50.00, 
the receipt whereof is herewith at- 
tached, in compliance with the law, 
rules and regulations in such case made 
and provided, and that this petition is 
filed with said Clerk in accordance 
with the requirements of said statute.
